Myth Men 

These are associated with Paul in Acts 28: 1-6 “Howbeit they looked when 
he should háve swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no harm come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god.” 

They made Paul into a myth god! He was good and great but he certainly 
was not God. 

He was a living witness to the saving Grace of the Lord Jesus Christ who is 
God. 

Paul the preacher of the gospel made the matters clear to all the people on 
the island. 

He destroyed the myth and positively presented the heavenly gospel of 
faith through grace. 

That is what true preachers do. We prefer elevated pulpits in the House of 
the Lord, not high mazes found in the educational world Systems 












Myths Stick with Satanic Gunge. 

Myths are old and ancient they are mostly untrue and unreliable. 

Many myths are dangerous like snakes slithering around 
The myth maze has a tall thorn like cutting prickly hedge. 

Caution is required when dealing with eternal matters. 

The men on the island of Melisa were kind men. They were kind people. 
They sought to help Paul when he was experiencing dangerous times. We 
all know kindness is always welcomed in all areas of life. Paul accepted 
their help, yet was keen to share the truth of the Saviour with them all at the 
first opportunity he had. 

Witness Men 

He witnessed while the fire was burning and the viper was clinging. 

For Christians it is always the correct time to speak up clearly in gospel 
witness. 

Again we háve the pattern and method of the apostle. 

Acts 28: 30-31. “And Paul dwelt two whole years in his own hired house, 
and received all that came in unto him, Preaching the kingdom of God, and 
teaching those things which concern the Lord Jesus Christ, with all 
confidence, no man forbidding him.” 

How instructive scripture is for preachers and ministers with timeless 
guidance. 

Paul had a welcome for all who wanted to see and meet him. None were 
turned away. 

He was non selective or antisocial - all classes, all groups, all colours we 
greeted with anticipation and kindness both men and women. 

He directed the pattern of conversation. He led all people along the 
pathway of Christian truth. 

It was myth free, no twisted ideas were allowed to cast shadows of fear or 
doubt. 

These were not happy clappy times of incessant music and entertainment. 
Silence was allowed. 

No Days Off for Preachers. 

Bible Truth was paramount in Paul’s ministry. 

He was a preacher of the kingdom of God, and teaching those things which 
concern and relate to the Lord Jesus Christ. 



He had full confidence in both his method and manner of his personál 
preaching for Christ Jesus. 

The Lord honoured this and kept all avenues open for a consistent daily 
preaching teaching ministry. No man or group forbid him or hindered Paul. 
The Lord was in overall charge. 

Christians should endeavour to deliver a daily ministry to the community 
and to the world. 

There is no clocking off in the Lords business. Holidays need to be Holý 
days of witness. 

Modern Mythology 

Bible Christians are not mythologists. 

Mythologists are unbelievers in the very basics of Christianity. 

Experience in black and white watercolour paints telíš me when they are 
mixed together something is lost. 

Pure black or pure white colour is lost for ever. Only sludge grey is left. 
Gospel preachers never mix truth with myth, even the popular many 
sentimental myths that still circulate in many church circles today. 

Father Christmas or Santa Claus is iffy and mythy ! Perhaps more honesty 
is required here. 

Most films produced by Hollywood and such institutions are packed to the 
top selves with untrue myths even downright dishonesty. 

The Press are pretty smart at banner head line myths, usually light years 
away from honest truth. 

BBC. Once a world leader in accurate honest news reporting. Háve fallen 
down the table of truth. 

Most matters relating to Christianity is smeared with blasphemy and 
disrespect. Those people are ultimately answerable to the Lord who 
created the air waves in the first plače. See Genesisl to 11. 

The Bible is more honest and reliable than the leaders at Broadcasting 
House. 

If you can sing or play any kind of musical instrument you are a stár in the 
entertainment industry. 

Well that certainly is a myth. 

The myth that Saint Peter is at heavens pearly gate to welcome these so 
called stars home is a totally ridiculous lie and satanic myth. 



The bible clearly talks about judgement after death for all men, Christians 
included, leťs look at 2 Corinthians 5:10 “For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one may receive the things doně in his 
body, according to that he hath doně, whether it be good or bad.” 

That is revelation truth. There is no escape from that hearing with our Lord 
Jesus Christ the last judge of all the human action of every believer and for 
every unbeliever. No exceptions This is a fully inclusive judgement. It is 
both scriptural and to me at least, more than scary. 

Truth is more gripping and startling than all the old and new myths bundled 
together by many today. 

I am thankful and pleased for the helpful truth in Psalms 86:5 “For thou, 
Lord, art good, and ready to forgive; and plenteous in mercy unto all them 
that call upon thee.” 

We may experience forgiveness today as many háve experienced 
forgiveness in past times of gospel preaching by Christian pastors and 
ministers. 

Mark 2:10 “But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power on earth 
to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of the palsy,)” Christians fully know 
Jesus can savé every repenting sinner, he can heal those who háve the 
prayer of faith prayed over them. 

To all preachers let us not use falše myths in our biblical sermons. 



From Colin and Brenda Ryan 

In my last report I spoke of Brenda and I spending long hours at the 
hospital with a lady friend. This lady, after nine weeks in hospital died. But 
Brenda, on the day before she died, was able to witness to a saving faith in 








Christ Jesus as the two of them read the Bible and prayed together. The 
ladies husband asked that I would také the Service for her. Around 70 
people came, most of her family being non-Christians. I spoke on Psalm 
107:4-7 telling of how the homeless wanderer finds rest and joy in Christ 
Jesus. 

The past three months háve been quite a busy time for us. We spent a lot 
of days helping a Christian friend move home, doing a great deal of the 
decorating for him, which is all finished now. Preaching dates háve been 
few and the Devil, as always, never stays quiet. So there háve been times 
when it has been days of listening to people who háve felt out of things, or 
wished to complain. It is wonderful how a short time of prayer can change 
how people look at problems. 

Brenda’s mum who lives with us had a nasty fall and had a large gash in 
her head. The Lord was good and after two days in hospital she was able 
to come home and is fully recovered now. 

I paid another preaching visit to the village of Crickham where a larger than 
expected congregation shared in worship with us. The Monday meeting is 
up and running again after a break during August. The halí we use is 
almost full of older people, most being non-Christians I spoke at the first 
meeting and am due to speak again on the first Monday in November. Also 
in August I was the guest speaker a Lunch-together meeting where some 
30 people sat down to a free lunch time meal. It is a great outreach that is 
held every month. 

Our twice monthly Friday evening Drop-in, OAP, meetings continue, 
although the numbers háve been down , in all but one meeting, we still get 
non-Christians coming along. 

At Union Chapel things continue to be up-lifting. Two weeks ago saw a 
PWMI meeting that packed the Chapel on the Saturday evening. The 
biggest number since the Bath branch was formed. On the first Sunday in 
November we are having a Baptismal Service, the second this year. The 
young people’s work is still growing, with three separate youth meetings on 
a Friday, to cover all age group’s. 

The Chapel at Withyditch which we help to run has been through a hard 
time, as we, along with other Evangelical Christians, háve had to také a 
stand against some who would water down the Gospel to make it easier to 
get people in. The Lord knows though who are His. The once monthly 



Service seems to be attended by a steady number with little sign of others 
joining us. 

Are prayers go out to you all, praying that it will not be long before the Lord 
allows us all to meeting together again and share the wonderful blessing 
He has given each of us.
